Religion, are in danger to be ſurrounded with all 
Methods of Infinuation and Seduttion to entertain the 

Popiſh Leaven ; which how little ſoever it appears in Bulk, 
and how [mall a Proportion ſoever in number of Perſons com- 
pared with Proteſtants it is rated at, it yet undoubtedly 
hopes to Leaven the whole Lump of the Nation, claim- 
mg to it ſelf the Privilege of the uw. Catholic Chriſtia- 
nity, to which it can no more than pretend. 

The Romaniſts do not only _ to themſelves to be; but 
likewiſe glory as being on the higher ground, tho' infinitel 
(45 6M. bein renerd] Kxpraſſon ſaid) inferiour to the = 
ſtants in Arguments of Scripture, Reaſon, and Antiquity, 
Vet while they offer Argument for Argument, ObjeRion 
for Objection, Anſwer for Anlwer ; All Men, and at 
all times, arenot ſo wiſe to [ee, know, and be firmly perſwaded 
for Truth againſt Errors, eſpecially when Deceptions are 
flank'd with hopes of advantage on one ſide, and fears of diſ- 
advantage on the other , which the Supreme Prince hath in 
His hand to diſt; ibute on each ſide. 

At the beſt the Controverlie ſeems to depend, and to be 
like to depend while the World ſtands, as thus menag'd ; but if 
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To the Reader. 


indeed the Word of God having plainly foreſeen the ſtate of 
things, and the Roman Obſtinacy and Impenitence to the laſt, 
- hath given the Powrtrafture of Romaniſm in its full Pro- 
portion, ſo that it may be known and underſtood of all who will 
apply their Minds to the Conſideration. This cuts off all fur- 
ther Diſpute, and all its ſpecious Pretences,and ſeeming Ar- 
guments, and the Yails thrown over its Superſtition, ldola- 
try and Blood, are thin Laums under which may be ſeen plainly 
the City and the Beaſt, deſcribed in the Revelation. Now no 
Arguments againſt it can be like this, nor ſooner make an end 
of the Controverſie, nor more ſecure Perſons from being 
tempted to revert to that Vomit the Nation hath caſt out, nor 
more effeftually perſwade out of that Congregation and A(- 
ſembly, thoſe who are now in the midſt of it ; altho' it ſeems 
to Fare much with the Generality of them, as with thoſe of 
whom Solomon ſpeaks, who falling intoa deep Ditch, 4s 
abhorred of God, They ſeldom return again and take hold 
of the ways of Life; for ſuch Gueſts are inthe Depths 
of Hell. | 
And becauſe it concerns them who are the Votaries of that 
Religion, to wipe off this great Blot that Prophecy ( I make 
no doubt to ſay I have demonſtrated) hath laid upon them : And 
becauſe tos many Proteſtants are not willing to think ſo ſeverg- 
ly of them, as this Prophecy Imports, nor to judge the way of 
Prophecy proper to deal with them, and becauſe particularly 
One of a publick Ecclefiaſtic Charafter ſeems to take upon 
bimelf us an Umpire between Proteftancy and Popery, 
and like the Days-man in Job, lays bis hand on both : Ithere- 
fore deſire any of thoſe perſons, laying aſide Paſſion, in which 
ſoever

ſoever of theſe Claſles, to make voidwhat I call Demonſtra- 
tion, and to render my Speech nothing worth, 

For 1 would only ſurprize inthe firſt place this one QbjeCi- 
on, Viz, That the Greek Churches, and the whole Train of 
Churches, that follow them, are either omitted by Prophecy, 
or muſt be condemned, as under the Apoſtaſie with the Ro- 
maniſts ; although they have denyed, and dodeny the Roman 
Supremacy, Lofallibiliry, and come not up at leaſt to their 
Tranſubſtantiation, and its Idolatry: 

But it is moſt Evident Prophecy hath yot omitted them, 
nor does yet charge them ſo deep in the Apolidlic, as the Ro- 
man Church, though it does ſeverely Cenſure them of too ſad 
a Part m it. 1t does not omit them; For the Twe Wings 
of the Great Eagle that bear the Church into the Wilder - 
nels, the very Expre//ion of the Apoſtaſie, though Including 
the myſterious Providence of God in things alſo, do ſo plainly 


Import the Eaſtern and Weſtern Empire ; that they define Fer of 
the [ime of the Apoſtacy, beginning within the ſþace after ching: ſee 


Theodoſius the Great, and Auguſtulus ; For at no other 
time had that Empire its Two Wings /odiitin(t, as from his 
Death, to the (eſſation of the Weltern Empire. It alſo 
Repreſents the Eaſtern and Weſtern Apoſtatizing Hie- 
rarchies by the T'wo Horns of the Other Beaſt,that ſpake 
like a Dragon, though Horn'd as a Lamb, that joynd in 
making the Image to the Grand Roman Beaſt, and to 
Cauſe i co Speak, and to Caule, &c. Revel. 13. All which 
was netably fulfilled in the Grecian AfﬀeZation of Univer- 
falicy, by John the Patriarch of Conſtantinople, laying 
the Foundation of that T yrannous Title, which Phocas the 
Grecian Emperour ſoon after decreed to Rome and - Bi- 
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and the Grecian Counſel of Nice ; together with the Bi- 
ſhops of the Weſt eſtabliſhing Image Worſhip, is much 
more Notorious, An. 787. On All which the Judgment of 
God in the Two Mahometan Woes of the Saracens and of 
the Turks fell ſo beavy on them, That under the Ignorance, 
Barbarity, Superſtition, Poverty, and the total Deſtru- 
&ion of the Grecian Empire by the Mahometans , 
Thoſe Churches and All Dependent on them lye at this 
Day, though not ſo deep in the Apoſtaſie as the Romaniſts, 
expetting the ReſurreCion of the Witneſles, ( So many 
as are truly the Church of Chriſt ) and then the pailing 
away ef that Turkiſh Woe ; For the laſt of thoſe Woes ſtill 
keeps them down, And only thoſe who ſhall after that continue 
Impenitent, will be in danger of Rome's laſt Judgment ; All 
which are ſufficient Notices of Pxophecy concerning them, and 
of their Elevacion in the Apoſtaſie not of Rome's Degrees. 

This Obje&ion then-Fore-clos'd, let Hmm that can make 
Void, what I have ſaid concerning Rome. 

For that this Prophecy of the Revelation is 4 Book of Senſe, 
no one that looks into it, and hath Senſe himſelf, can deny, any 
wore than that Euclid's Propoſitions are ſo, though not under- 
flood by the moſt > And I doubt not, the generality of Hands, ints 
which this Diſcourſe may fall, believe it to be Divine. But many be- 
lieve alſo, That the Divine Author did not deſign to be underſtood, 
at leaft till ſome other State of Times. 1 do acknowledge, it hath in 
his wiſe Diſpoſal lay much hid from Ages and Generations : but that 
he hath given Leave, Encouragement, and Aſſiftance to the under- 
flanding it, I will uſe in this place no other Argument,than the Di 
cyphar and Explication he hath given of the Community we are

firft drawLondon in an Emblem or Device, «nd ther: ſay, It is the 
City that is at this tine the Capital City of the Nation; I doubt 
not, eny one that underſtands common Senſe would think it plain 
enough, London was the City, and if the Emblem were Treaſonable, 
the Innuendo would be thought ſufficient to take away his Life. 

And That It is the preſent Papal Rome, the Procedure of the Ar- 
gument is even 9s eaſie ;, For if the Erablem of London were gives 
with the Succeſſion of Kings from the Conqueſt, under which it 
hath been the Capital City ill it cawe down to our preſent Sove- 
raign (whow God long preſerve, end let our King live for ever) it 
would be a ſure Charader, the preſent London was intended ;, even 
Jo ſure may the preſent Papal Rome be known to be intended by 
this Prophecy.

or be deſcrib'd, that ſo an Account of the large Bounds of the 
Dominion, the Numerouſnelſs, Strength, and Riches of the Sub-

We read in the Hiſtory of the Atts of the Apoſtles, how great 
the Honour was for any City to be accounted a Member of 
that City, that its Natives might be the Freg-Born of that City ; 
It made ſuch a City no mean City. The Immunity of _ ſo 
Free-born was ſo great, that many purchagd it at an exceeding 
Rate, who had it not by Birth. We find the Apoſtle Paul, 
though he was a ew, and immediately ſubje& ro the ay 4 
Lax, yer, as it were direfted by an Impulſe of Providence, Ap- 


As 22.28 Þeals to Ceſar's Tribunal, as the Higheſt upon Earth. Theſe and 


many other Expreſhons afſure us, what Gity it was that at that 
Time Retgned over the Kings of the Earth. 
And it was very neceflary, the Scripture, that loves moſt in 


all weighty marters to be ſerv'd by its own Records, ſhould take 


this great Notice of the Roman Empire ; Becauſe as the Fourth 
Menarchy, it was of the Four the moſt Remarkable ; For in it 
the Kingdom of Meſſiah, that is to be ſo Univerſal a Monarchy in- 
deed, began to be ſet up in its Beginning, and will in the End of

Now no ſuch Aboliſhment of the City Rome hath Fay becn, 
but it hath out-liv'd the Calamities that it ſuffer'd ar any 
Time fince the Prophecy, and hath always ſo recoverd it 
ſelf that it is at this day'in Grandeur , ſo that the Truth of 
the Prophecy muſt be wholly overthrown, or not yer fulfill'd ; 
and ſo it muſt be yet to be _—_ | | | 

I ſay nothing of the Cities of the Nations Falling at the ſame 
Time that Great Babylon came in Remembrance before God, becauſe I 
would reſt only upon what is moſt indubitably plain. . 

2. The Glory of the' Church, and of the Kingdom of Chriſt, 
the Bride, the Lambs Wife making her ſelf ready-to9 the Marriage, 
and that whole Blefſed change of Things, anſwering the great 
Types of the Prophecy, immediately follow the Deſo/ation of this 
City Rome : So in Danzl, after the piving the Beaſt-to the Flames 
( as is here foretold alſo after the Final Deſtruftion of Babylon ) 
the Kingdom under the whole Heaven 26: given to 'the Saints ' bf the moſt 
High, and Sathan chain'd, ſhit up, and ſeaP'intoihis #wn' bottomieſ; 
= that he might deceive the Nations 20 more. But that theſe Happy 

hings have not yet come' to pals, there needs nothing more 
to convince All that bear the Chriſtian Name, than the Impolture 
and Tyranny of Mahomet, that hath rag'd within the very Bow- 
els of the Chriſtian World fo long a ſpace. 

The moſt obſervant therefore of the Roman Commentators on 
this Prophecy, finding how impoſſible it is to adjuſt the Prophecy 
of theſe rwo Chapters to Rome changed from Rome Tmperial, as 
Heathen, to Rome Imperial, as Chriſtian, have thought the ſecond 
Interpretation the ſafer Refuge from the Terror of its Judg- 
ment here foretold, and much the rather, I doubt not, becauſe 
an Expoſition reſting on a Futurity can be leſs Evifted in its 
Diſagreeableneſs, than what bears on Things paſt, and what is 
to be juſt at the End of the World, can be hardlier confuted 
by ſhewing the ill-matching of Conſequences, ( eſpecially _ 
the 
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the Conſequences are ſo Great, as the Day of Judgment only can 
parallel; ( as they have truly enough conlider'd, ) then what 
was to have been lo many Ages ago Attended with ſuch Conſe- 
quences as have not yer come to paſs, which every one can 
plainly charge. 

Bur yet the due and cloſe Search into this Prophecy will as 
much Conftute this, as the others as is now to be made evident : 
which, that it may be done, I will lay down this Propoſition, 
and prove it from the whole Prophetick Table, * 

Rome in the preſent State is that, which hath been from the 


Time the Imperial Name of the City Rome ceagd, and ſtill conti- 


nues, that Symbelical, myſtical Woman, ori City, upon which this 
Prophecy, and the whole Delignation of it, perpendicularly, or as 
we ſay, point-blank Falls; and not-a Future Kome and Antichriſt 
to be expected, Three years aud a half only before the Day of Zudg- 
ment, as {ome Papilts would have it. 


Profoſit. 


'To prove this, I uſe this General Argument : That which 1 General 
= us the diſtinguithing States and Times of this City, accor- Argum. 


ing.to this Prophecy, and.according to the General Reaſon of 
'Fhings, muſt be the diſtinguiſhing of the Times, and States of 
its Seven Heads, and Eight Kings 5 Even as in all States, King- 
doms, and Cities, their Times are given by the Reigns of the 
Princes and by the Governments over them ; If then by the 
computing the 'T imes of theſe, it ſhall appear, the preſent Rome 
is this Woman or City, the Demonſtration will be ſecure. 

Now T hus is the whole Propbewck Frame. This City fits on 
a Beaſt of Seven Heads, for thoſe Seven Mountain-Heads are by the 
By, and only to give the preſumptive Knowledge of this City, 
ſo fam'd for its Seven Mountains ;, the certain, and more accom- 
pliſh'd affurance, even to Plerophory, of which is, its having at 
that Time a Kingdom over the Kings of the Earth : yet this of the 
Mountains joyn'd with it eſtabliſhes it in the Evidence of Two 
moſt undoubred Teſtimonies of it. 

Yer ſtill it is to be confider'd, the Woman fits on the Moun- 
rains, only as a Ciry is deſcrib'd by its Scituation, and this City 
by its Scituation on Seven Mountains which is a very Grand-Cha- 
racter of it : But the Woman ſuts on the BeaSt of Seven Heads, as 
aMan or Woman are carried aloft on the Bcaſt that bears them, 
or on which they Ride; ſo this /Veman fits, as a City, faſt, ſea- 
red on Seven Mountains, and as an Imperial FVoman Riding in 
State on the Beaſt, that bears, ( as the Prophecy expreſly 5 

it 
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it ) or carries her, and offering her Golden cup of Fornications to the 
Kings of the Earth, intoxicated with the Grandeur and Riches, 
as alſo with the Senſuality of her Luſts and Adulteries. 

Encircled therefore with theſe Seven and Seven of Heads for 
Afluring the City, and for the greater flouriſh of the Type, 
The Woman fits on high ; and the Two Sevens of Heads are expoun- 
ded by the Angel to be Seven Hills or Mountains, unmoveable 
Heads. And [ They? viz. the Heads, ( not [ There ] as the Eng- 
liſh Tranſlation too Low ) are Seven Kings, who are the mo- 
ving, living Heads of the Beaſt, on which ſbe ſits, and by the 
Flicting or Remove of the Principality from one Head to ano- 
ther, the Times of the Woman, or of the City, as we ſhall fee, 
are to be dated ; for though the Heads are a ways united to the 
Beaſt, as all one Animal, or Beſtial living Creature, however 
monſtrous it may ſeem, yet the Kingſhip of the Heads was in a 
Succeffion till it came to the laſt King under which it now is, 
and hath been ſo long. ; 

Now among theſe Seven Heads that were Kings, there was a 
Seventh King caſt in, that was of another kind, as being no 
Head, which is of very great conſideration -in this prophetical 
Portraiture, as we ſhall fn ; and He comming in makes the 
Seventh Head the Eighth King. 

T hat we may. be therefore guided by this whole Type tothe 
certain knowledge of the preſent State of this City, I will lay 
down theſe four Fropoſitions, with the proof of cach. 

T heſe Seven Heads and Eight Kings are not together Kings, or 
in the Exerciſe of Sovereignty at one and the ſame Time, bur 
are in a Succeſſion, or after one another ; This is moſt unde- 
niable, for Five had been before the Prophecy given to the Apo- 
ſtle; and were Fallet, viz. from their Principality, or Exer- 
ciſe of Soyercignty, clſe they. were not Fallen; for they are 
ſtill repreſented on the Beaſt, and never part from it, as in the 
Prophetick Image, but pertain to the Integrity of the beaſt or Ro- 
man Imperialiſm from firſt to laſt, which always conſiſts of all its 
Parts. They were Fallen then in regard of Principalit 
Exerciſe of Sovercignty, which they had in their proper T ime 
or Seaſon, Their union therefore to the Beaſt preſerves them 
ft;ll rheir place, as Heads in the prophetick Sculpture, but not as 
Kings (till in Being, ; | h 

Now theſe Five Fallen Heads are given as in One, or as in a 


Knot and Clamp together, the Prophecy being little concern'd 
IN

in their exa&t DiſtinQion, or Succeſſion; it being enough to it, 
that there were before the Prophecy Five Supreme Roman Govern- 
ments, ( which, as we ſhall ſee, Ir calls Kings, ) Whether they 
were jult in an order, or whether traverſing one another, it 1s 
all one as to the hs way Concern in them. The Caution 
therefore in the Prophecy in this matter is very obſervable 
knowing whar objetion might be made concerning the Succe(- 
ſion of the Kingly, Conſular, Diffatorian, Tribuninal, and Decem- 
viral Power, the ſo well known ſeveral Governments of the 
Roman States, It gives them in a Heap of Five together : Sig- 
nifying, It intended no more than to mark by them the 
Beaſts Heads before the Prophecy, as =_ or Falls, and only 
Remarks the Succeſſion of the One that then was ; and that It 
was not while the Five were, and that _y had been, and were 
Fallen, before the Prophecy was given ; which ſufficicntly de- 
monſtrates the Succeffion berwixt the Five, and the One then in 
Being ; which is all the Prophecy aims at, and troubles nor ir 
ſelf with the order of the Five among themſelves, any farther, 
than that Five ſuch were, and that they drew along the Times 
of the City to the Succeſſion of the One then in Being, 

The Seventh was plainly to be a King, but was not yet come, 
but was to come, and to continue but a ſhort ſpace, when He came , 
which farther afſures the Succeſſion : For ſeeing He was nor 
come, He could not be together with the Sixth King, who then 
was, nor could He be at the ſame Time with the ſucceeding 
Eighth, in whom the City was to be deſtroy'd ; for He was to 
continue but a. ſhort ſface : And then after Him the _— King 
follows, the Eighth, viz. in ſtrict Order, becauſe the ſhort- 
liv'd Seventh came berween Him and the Sixth ; Bur the Eighth 
was of the Seven, viz. of the Seven Kings, who were alſo the 
Seven Heads ;, there muſt be therefore a Succeſſion between the 
Seventh ſhort-livd, and the Eighth ; becauſe the Seventh and 
Eighth imply. ſo much, the Seventh is to continue a ſhort ſpace. 
The Eighth therefore neceſſarily is ſuppogd not to be fo cur- 
tailed in Time; Both Kings, and ſo not together, and the Other 
Seventh no Head; for the Eighth was of the Seven Kings that 
were Heads. From all which it is moſt impoſſible, bur that a 
Succeſſion muſt appear moſt manifeſtly. 

There is no Appearance of the leaſt of an Hiatus or Gap ; 
there is no [nterreign, no vacuum, or empty ſpace in the Suc- 
cefſion betwixt the Sixth Kang, —_ in Being, the Seventh and 


the 
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the Eighth, in which onely the Prophetick Time is concern'd, 
but all the Caution againſt it that can be; for why was this 
Seventh King, who was no Head, pur in, but that he might 
ſtand, as an Embolimean or double Seventh King, like our Embo- 
limean or double T wenty fourth of February in every Emboli- 
mean or Intercalar, or, as we uſually ſpeak, Leap-year, that there 
might be no diforder in Time, as here no _ in the Succeſh- 
on; For thus only could the Succeſſion of theſe Kings exatt- 
ly Lead the Courſe of rhe Citzes Time ; So that the Spaces of ir 
might be meaſur'd thereby : Bur if Thoſe Seven Kings only, 
that were Heads had been nam'd, while there was Another be- 
tween, that-was no Head, and he-had not been Nantrd ; There 
muſt have been a Leap of Time from the /izth to the ſeventh 
Head, and no Account of the Seventh King ( making the ſeventh 
Head the eighth King) to have ſwell'd up that ſpace of the ſeventh 
King's Time into Appearance and Notice. 

rom whence it is Evident, that the Seventh King, no Head 
of the Beaſt, that Carries the Woman, and yet A King of the City, is 
caſt in to keep the Courſe and Current of rhe Prophetic Time 
ſtrait and tight; For if the very exa& PourtraiQure of rhe Beaſt 
had been only defign'd, It had heen more Juſt and Even, with- 
out any mention of the Seventh King, that pertain'd not to rhe 
Beaſt, nor to the Woman as carried by the Beaſt. Burt It was abſo- 
lutely neceſſary, that King alſo ſhould be mention'd, thar the 
Time of the Prophecy with Relation to the Begſt, and the City 
might be under juſt Computation,which it could nor have been 
except the Seventh King,being King of the City, as before ſaid, and 
Coming between the ſixth King and Hedd, and the Eighth King 
but ſeventh Head had been plac'd in his Regular Succeſhon, how- 
ever it ſeemto interrupt the ſtate of the Beaſt, who for thattime 
(as we ſhall ſee ) lay rounded, and fo was to ſuffer that Diſorder 
in this p97 es Repreſentation. 

The'K?ng that was no Head can haye no room in the Order 
of Succeſſion, bur juſt in that Seventh Place : For the Seven Heads 
are ſeven Kings, viz. Seven that are alſo Heads; Secing then there 
arc Eight Kings, although bur ſeven Heads: There muſt be one 
of theſe Kings who is no Head; Elſe there muſt be eight Heads, 
which contradits the Prophecy : Which Place then- the King 
No Head holds muſt be enquird ; It cannot be any of the Five 
Fallen ; For they are in Conftrution of Speech neceſſarily 
Heads,For thoſe ſeven Heads are Seven Kings, Froe of which Kings, 

who 
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who were Heads are Fallen : So the very Frame of the Words 
requires. Bur beſides the Five are put together, and ſo muſt be 
of a Kind, and therefore All alike Heads, or All alike no Heads, 
if All no Heads, where rhen can be the Seven? therefore of ne- 
cefſiry Al! Heads. And There is nothing more in the Mind and 
Deſign of the Prophecy, than to aſſure usrhe Eighth King is a Head, 
For whereas He is the Zighth in Number of K:ngs, He is T ran{- 
posd backward, and made the Sezenth, viz. Head. For ſo he 
mult be, when of the Seven; Seven, Take themeirher as Kings, 
or Heads, both which as together and in one are Sevens, and no 
other are Sevens but they who are both Kings and Heads; For 

the ſeven Heads are ſeven Kings. And it is plain He is laſt of th 

ſ-ven, and ſo muſt be the ſeventh; viz. Head and King. : 
The Diſpute then can only lye betwixt the ſeventh and the 
ſixth Kings, which of thoſe Two ſhall be the King, who yet is 
no Head, Now the very Contexture of the Words neceffarily 
determines us upon the ſixth as Head, as well as King, or at leaſt 
{trongly enclines us; For Five Kings, that are Heads arc Fallen, 
And One is One, what? but of the Heads, whoare Kings. «Mos 
Another is not yet Come, Another, what? but King, Yet not Head, 
For He is Another; For when ſuch a Point of difference is to be 
decided, there is great Reaſon to give the word Another a greater 
weight of Senſe, then only a caſual Word of Order ; bur ir 
ſeems the Spirit of Prophecy choſe that word [ One] that the 
word [ Ancther 7) might fall emphatically and yer concealedly, 

as poſſible to be caſually, where He would have it juſt Fall. 

urther, when He Comes, He muSt continue but a ſhort ſpace, 
which is ſaid only ofthe ſeventh King, and no Head, For the Five 
are put together, The Sixth is; The Eighth goes indeed into 
Perdition, but after how long Time is here but nimercd : On- 
ly the ſeventh is of ſhort ſpace, who being no Head of the Beaſt 
that Carries the City, ought to be of ſhort ſpace only ; For neither 
the Beaſt nor ſuch a City could have ſurvived long, if the King 
_ Head had been of long duration : Bur they were to ſurvive 
ong. | 
Laſtly, the Eighth is expreſly ſaid to be of the Seven, immedi- 
ately after the Seventh had made an Interruption berween the 
Heads, being'no Head Himſelf, but if the ſeventh King had been 
a H-ad, and the ſixth none, we might have expected, what Falls 
ſoon the ſeventh King, would have been fix'd on the ſixth King, 


to diſtinguilh it from being a Head; and what is ſet on the 
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Eighth King to aſſure Him to be a Head, would have becn in the 
fame meaſure Communicated to the ſeventh King, to afſure Him 
to be a Head, as well as Kang, it the ſixth King had made a Chaſm 
or Breach betwixt the Heads, whereas All falls fit on the jeventh 
King on all ſides to be no Head. 

But though All This be enough, yet. we ſhall have much 
more to Aflure us when we come to know who theſe Heads are ; 
that of all moſt indiſputably the ſexth muſt be a. Head, and the 
{yp could be-no Head, ſeeing the heads arc Full of the Names of 
Blaſphemy. 

heſe ſeven- Kings are not ſeven particular Kings, or ſingle 
Menarchic Perſons, but ſeven Governments, having each a Num- 
ber or Succeſſion of ſuch _— Kings under them ; For Kings 
in Prophetic Scripture ſignific Kingdoms, and- not only {in Jc 
Kings ; So Dan. 7. 17. what are call'd Four Kings, no one doubts 
Mean Four Kingdoms ; Accordingly v. 23. the Fourth King is In- - 
terpreted to be the Fourth Kingdom. 

fo this Prophecy, {En—_ the Beaſt with Seven Heads is 
the whole Roman Empire or Kingdom ( according to the old 
Prophetic Emblem of Heatheniſh Monarchies ) from its firſt Foun- 
dation, and Beginning to its laſt Overthrow, in which Rome 
the Imperial City, hath been always by the Seven Headed Beat 
Exalted and borne on High. 

The Heads are the ſeveral Governments and Forms of Empire, 
that have each intheirſeyeral Seaſons exerciſed Supremacy, 
and Sovereign Authority in'that Monarchy State or Kingdom, 
Five of which the Prophecy ( as beforenam'd ) binds up together 
as uninterefſed in- their Duration or Succeſſion : 'The Laſt of 
theſe Heads, which is the Seventh and Eighth King, is eminently 
ſtyl'd the Beaſt, becauſe His Supremacy is chiefly treated-of by 
this Prophecy, and in which the whole City and All goes into. Per- 
dition with Him. 

Now to demonſtrate, that theſe Heads and Kings muſt be 
Forms of Goyernment, lctus conſider, one and the ſame City, 
the City Rome is Carried upon the Beaſt of theſe Seven Heads ( to- 

ether with the Caſt-in-King ) its whole Time, even to its final 
Deſolation : For its whole {chnography or Repreſentation is 
charg'd —_ theſe Seven Heads, in the laſt of which Ir is utterly 
Deſolated. The Heads therefore cannot be ſeveral Monarchies 
and Kingdoms ; For They are All the Heads of One Beaſt or Mo- 
anarchy, and ſo not ſeyeral Monarchies or Empires. They - 
ar 
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bear up the One City Rome, and ſo muſt be one Roman Supremacy: 
Nor can they be ſingle Kings or Monarchic Perſons, ſeeing neither + 
would Seven Lives ſupport the Grandeur of Eternal Rome, as It 
was CalPd, nor in Fatt have any Seen ſo ſupported it from the 
Apoltle John's Time, much leſs Two, ( One of which was then 
in Bcing, ) although we caſt in the Embolimean ſeventh King, but _, 
not Head; For ſince the Writing of the ApoFle is above ſixteen 
hundred Years, and yet the Judgment Written in this Prophecy is 
not as yet Executed ; From the Time then that This City was 
faid to have ſuch an Aſcendency, asto have the Kingdom over the 
Kings of the Earth, to this time of the Deſolation here Forctold, 
the City Rome was to be kept up in Dignity by its ſixth King then 
in Being, by its ſeventh King no Head for a bur ſpace, by its Eighth 
King and ſeventh Head, under which it 1s to /ink 25 a Milk-ſtone. 
How impoffible-is. it therefore, theſe Kings ſhould be other then 
Governments or Succeffions of ſeyeral Perſons, or numbers of 
Perſons in each Government? 

Let us now lay together theſe Four Propoſitions, and conſt- 
der their Amount to that which we are upon; That which we 
are upon, is, That the Preſent and not a Future Rome or Anti- 4 
chrifl Falls under the Thunder-ſtroke of this Prophecy ; and that 
the People of God are call'd oe preſent Roman City or Church : 
The general way of proving Wis muſt be by finding, that the 
Preſent Rome is upon the Eighth King and ſeventh Head ; TI oge- 
cher with which It is to be deſtroy'd. For that is the Rome out 
of which the People of God are call d, even that Rome, that is to be 

hus deſtroy'd. | 

To find this we muſt conſiderthe Eight Kings and Seven Heads, 
under which Rome paſſes its whole Time, and be able to judge 
of their Times. To which end I have debared theſe Four Pro- 
politions. | 

1. Thar theſe are Kings in Succeſſion. 2. That the Succeſſi- 
ons are immediate, and without any void T ime berween. 
3. Thatthe Kizg that was no Head can have no Room but in 
the ſeventh place. 4. That the ſeven and eight Kings are not 
ſingle Kings, but ſeveral, and a number of Kings under each 


Kang. 
Now let us conſider the Amount of theſe four Propoſitions, 


and it muſt needs be that theſe Things will follow.. 
T bat whateygt King or ſort of Government carricd the City Conſegu. 


Ramealoft in the Apoſtle Johns Time of writing the Revelation, 1. 
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muſt be the ſixth King, for Five then were fallen, with whom the 
Prophecy had no further to do, then to give them, as a mark of 
the City, and of the Beaſts carrying it. One was then in Being, 
which following the Five muſt needs be the Sixth. 

We know both by Hiſtory, and by Scriptur? mentioning Au- 
guſtus, Tiberius, Claudius Ceſar, Emperours of Rome, That the 
Head bearing up Rome in the Apoſtles Times was the Heathen 
Imperial Head , And ſeeing rhere was no Time, that Rome was 
more «drunk with the Blood of Saints, in univerſal Acknowledg- 
ment ; nor the Roman Empire more confefledly carryed the 
Names of Blaſphemy, then at that Time ; We know by the ſame 
univerſal Conſent, that of all others the ſixth King muſt needs 
be a Head; which decides ſo far the doubt betwixt the ſixth and 
the ſ2venth Kings, which ſhould be of them Two the Head, ſeein 
both could not ; and it afſures us the ſixth muſt be the Head. And 
indeed were not the Prophecy ſo _ againſt it, It looked 
fair to be the Rome, and Beaſt of that Time here meant, but for 
great Reaſons that can't be. 

We know by undoubted Hiſtory, the Heathen Imperialiſm fell 
by Conſtantine, in whom the Empire became Chriſtian : And ſeeing 
there was no [nter-reign, or breach in the ſucceſſion of Kings af- 
ter the ſixth, the ſeventh muſt immediately ſucceed ; And there- 
forc It muſt be the Chriſtian Empire, becauſe that immediately 
followed that Heathen ; from whence it —_ how admirably 
agrecable the Prophecy and the Event are ; For as we have made 
evident by the words of the Prophecy the ſeventh King could be no 
Head, carrying the Names of Blaſphemy. So the Chriſtian Empire 
acknowledging the One God, and the One Mediator, the True 
God, in whom is Eternal Life, was free from this Brand, and by 
wonderful Wiſdom of Providence It was ordercd, that Conſtan- 
tixe, and other the Chriſtian Emperours withdrew themſelves 
much from Rome, ſo that they dad _ the Heads of the Beaſt 
bear Rome ſo high, bur It was in an Eclipſe, Conſtantine building 
the City Conſtantinople as a New Rome to ſhade the Old; And wh ich 

is wonderful affuring as Prophecy _—_ the Beaſt wounded in 
One of his Heads with a deadly wound, ſo we know by Hiſtory the 
Beaſt as an 1dolatrous Empire was wounded in the Chriſtian Victories 
over the dolatrous Emperours and Chiefs: Thus every way the 
word #\* 05 or [ Another ] falls ſo duly upon the Chriſtian Em- 
perour, that It 1s even to raviſhment at the Wiſdom of the very 
prophetical Grammar, that fo placd the 4; or [ One ] that the 
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«os or [Another] might follow big with Senſe,and yet veil'd 
with ſecreſie; and laſtly, This Empire continued bur a ſhort ſpace 3 
_w about an hundred and fifty years, which was ſhort compa- 
red with the five fallen before the Prophecy, bundled together ; 
ſhorter by half than the /ixth King then in Being ; but beyond 
compariton ſhorter then the eighth King, who is plainly aim'd 
at, and for whoſe ſake the ſeventh King was cut ſo ſhort in Time 
that he might have his tull Time, 24x. of forty two prophetick 
Months ( as we hall ſee ) aboye twelve hundred years in ordina- 
ry account. 

The only Objection I can poſſibly divine thus far, is, that be- 
cauſe the form of Government was mperial both under the Hea- 
then and Chriſtian Emperours. 'T he Heathen and Chriſtian Emperour 
cannot be underſtood to be two forms of Government, and fo 
the ſixth and the ſeventh Kings ſeem confounded into One, and 
thereby this account is overthrown. 

To this I anſwer firſt, ſeeing we are ſure the Heathen Empire 
muſt be the /exth King, that then was; It will very little alter the 
caſe, as tothe preſent Rome, For It is certain that ſixth King muſt 
be fallen ; we are alſo certain, the ſeventh being to continue but a 
ſhort ſpace, muſt be fallen alſo, becauſe the ſpace from the /ixth 
Kin bach been ſo yery long. From whence it will follow the” 
Eighth and laſt King muſt be, and muſt have been long in play, 
and whoever is, and hath been long ſo, mult be the eighth 
King, and Rome muſt be rhis Rome under him, and this Rome and 
He muſt be deſtroyed together; and if we will believe the Pro- 
phecy, all this muſt be ſure. And fo, asI fay, thedifference can- 
not be great ; For under whomſoever the City now is, He mult 
be the eighth King, Rome borne up by Him muſt be the Rome 
here deffrided, and muſt be deſtroyed with Him the Beaſt; 
and the People of God muſt come out of it, as It is and hath fo long 
been in the eighth King. 

Although the form of Government under the Heathen and 
Chriſtian Emperours was alike, and the ſame Imperial Form, yer 
the Spirit and Soul of the Government being fo purely Chriſtzan 
in Gods Account, It highly merited to be reputed and given, 
as a new Succefſion of Kinzs, as a diſtinCt ſeventh King, being fo 
much Another, ſo much different from thoſe before, and from 
that after it, although Ir had great Failings, eyen as the Kings 
of the Houſe of David had, and yer were in ſubſtance a Line of

By all this we muſt know, the ſeventh Head, but eighth King 
muſt have immediately ſucceeded at the expiration of the Chri- 
ſtian Empire, becauſe that continued but a ſhort ſpace after the Hea- 
then Empire in Being in the Apoſtles Time, burta long Time hath 
now run out, and yet Rome is in Grandeur. 

W hatever Name hath therefore carryed the Name of Supre- 
macy derived from the City Rome it felt, ana borne up that in 
Grandeur above the Kings of the Earth at any Time, or at this 
day, and more eſpecially for a long ſpace together, fince the 
Fall of the Heathen Empire, and fince the Fall of the Chriſtian Em- 
pire, andof its y mperial Name mauſt be the eighth King ; be 
the Name what It will : And None foe upon that Beaſt, as that 
which hath drunk into it ſelf the Name of the whole Beaſt muſt 
be that Rome, and its eighth King, from whom the People of God 
are to ſeparate, that they may not partake of their Sins, nor.re- 
ceive of their Plagues, or elſe the Prophecy can have no ſenſe, or 
its ſenſe cannot be I rue. 

And ſeeing we know that All This Titne Rome hath incor- 
porated the Name of a Church with the Name of a City, and 
that the Biſhop or Pope of Rome hath had the - Supremacy of that 
City and Church, and carried it on high, riding as a Queen in 
State by Virtue of that Supremacy ſince the fall of the Imperial 
Name firſt as Pagan, and then as Chriſtian we muſt know, that 
He is the Beaſt, the ezghth King and ſeventh Head, and that Rome 
as a Church now, more then a City, though a City too, is that 
very Rome, from which the People of God are to come out, becauſe 
of the foulneſs of its Antichriſtian and Idolatrous Fornications, and 
becauſe of the Horror of that Vengeance to be exacted upon it, 
of which the Judgment upon Sodom, the Plagues upon Agypr, 
and theYengeance on Samaria and Zeruſalem were but Types; For 
It is that Edomitiſh Border of Wickedneſs againſt which God will 
have Indignation for ever. 

For if Rome, and no other be the City, as we have ſeen beyond 
Conteſt, it is, the Pillars of its Time from the Prophecy are fo 
high and lofty, that they cannot be over-ſcen ; The ſixth King 
then in Being when the Apoſtle 7ohn writ is one Pillar, the ſy more 
than Monumental Deſtruion of ſo Imperious a City is the other 
Pillar. Whatever time runs berween theſe Two Pillars by the 
expreſs Words of the Prophecy are given to the ſixth King then in 
Benng, to the ſhort ſpace of the f King, and the whole, 
how ſong ſoever after to the ſeventh Head and Eighth King. It 
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being then ſixteen Ages fince the Apoſile Writ ; Ic is undeniable, 
theſe Kings mult be Governments, or diſtin Supremacies, ha- 
ving each many ſingle Perſons under them, elſe they could nor, 
—_ ſo long a ſpace; and the ſeventh fewelt, becauſe the ſhort- 
teſt. 

The Government that was in the Apoſtles time is long Fallen, 
no one can queſtion, ſuppoſe then tlie ſeventh King were diſputa- 
ble who He is, the Eighth muſt yet be in Attion, becauſe the 
Seventh had ſo ſhort a Jn W hoever the Eighth is, He mult be 
as cloſe united to the City Rome, as the Rider is to the Beaſt on 
which ſuch Riders lit. appcal therefore to all the che World, 
that can bur underſtand Senſe, when it is moſt plainly laid be- 
fore them, who this can be, bur the Pope of Rome > who alone, 
and no other with Him hath been thus united ro Kome the City 
and Church, above theſe laſt twelve hundred Years. 

From all which ic moſt abſolutely follows the Preſent Rome 
is the City and Church, that is to fall under thoſe Plagues for her 
Sins, out of whichtherefore the People of Ged are call d, that they 
may not partake of their Sins, nor receive of its Plagues dweg 
ia deifar: Which I undertook to demonſtrate, and is, ] 
doubr nor, in every conſidering Mans ſenſe demonſtrated, as far 
as is neceffary by a general Argument. ButlI ſhall yer give far- 
ther Afſurance of it, and Anſwer all Objeftions under the fol- 
lowing Arguments, which ſhall be yer more particular. 

If it _ of 
is that ſeventh Head, and Ezghth King, of which ſo much hath 
been already diſcourſed, hath been in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Time expreſly deſign'd by Prophecy to that Beaſt that carries 
the Woman, as the ſeventh Head and Eighth King, and is now in 
the Poſſeſſion of that Time, and that it ought to be ſo long, as 
it hath already, isnow, aud muſt ſtill continue to be; This will 
be yet more particular proof of the Woman, that ic is the preſent 
Rome, out of which the People of God are call dto come.

And indegd 
It is ſo far from two Beaſts, that there is not (cncepe that Beaft, 
whom the Prophecy calls the ather Beaſt, who had no Imaze, 
Mark, Name, nor number of Name ;,) any more Beaſts then this 
One Beaſt, who had all theſe, who is kept ſo diſtin as not to be 
confounded by the ſpecial care and caution of the Divine Spirit. 
And that other Beaſt firſt miniſtred to this grand Beaſt, till He 
came to his Number, and after ſerv'd Him as his falſe Propher, 
and they wereadjudged both to the Lake together; which, I hope, 
is full proof, that the ſame Beaſt who had the forty two Months 
aſſigned to Him, is the very _ , who bears Rome aloft in this 
c. 17. and ſupports its Time at this day. And now the Time 
afſign'd is very expreſs in this Prophecy, viz, Forty two Months, 
which was the firſt point to be out. 
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There muſt be ſubſtantial proof, that the Time affign'd will 
bear ſuch a length as may comport with the Argument, that is 
to reach from the Expiration of the ſeventh King above twelve 
bundred years ago, and ſo onward till the Times of this Eighth 
King and ſeventh Head ſhall end alſo. 
ow It is at firſt ſight evident, Forty two Months are (naturally 
underſtood) a Time to yery ſhort,and curt,that. They afford no 
room nor ſpace for Attion, that 1s great and conſiderable. But 
it is as evident there is a Cyphar or prophetick Short-hand for Time, 
that multiplies Days into Nears, and weeks of days into weeks of 
years, and {6 conſcquentially and proportionably Months of Days 
mto Months of Nears, and ſo proportionably theſe Months of Days 
into Months of Years : And this hath been Standard for the Rate 
of prophetick Time, ever fince I: was firſt ſer and ſeal'd by God, 
Ezek. 4- 6. I have appointed thee each day for a year, 

And that therefore It ſhould be to here, there is. greateſt 
Reaſon. 1. Becauſe It is eminent, ſtu ndious, profoundeſt 
Prophecy, even this whole Book of Revelation, and particularly 
this of the City and of its Prince the Beaſt, and requires deepeſt 
ſearch, anda Mindthat hath Wiſdom, as is more than once ad- 
moniſked in this very point, and part of the Prophecy, that con- 
cerns the-Beaſt, as if 1t were the moſt dark, miſterious, and low- 
eſt laid of any Thin in this whole Yolume of Prophecy ;; ſo that if 
eyer there be place for ſuch Interpretation of Time, here ir is. 

2. T he neceſſity of deferring to- the Prophecy its own Gran- 
deur, requires this Interpretation of Time ; For when it por- 
trays ſuch a Power, as the Beaſtial Power, and Principality, cve- 
ry ſtroke of which 1s great, and admirable; when It draws ſuch 
a City or Community ſitting upon. it, ſo every way wonderful, as that 
John wonder d with great Admiration, - that principally and in a 
manner ſolely in relation to this Beaſt of the ſeventh Head and 
Eighth King, and at the Woman. upon Him. It the whole of this 
Grandeur, Power, and Principality both of the City, and of the 
King ( for both are to be deſtroyed rogether ) were coup'd up 
within the ſhort ſpace of three years anda half, how ſmall and pe- 
tire muſt the Prophecy be, in Iefriblag with ſo great Statc and 
Eloquence of Types and words ſuch.a Muſhrome City and Prince, 
that ſhould Riſe and Fall before they could be known to Live, 
or be warm in that Potency ; where could the zvrlds wondering 
atter the Beaſt, and worſhipping Him lodg within fuch ſtraits of 
Time ?. How would the Acclamations to Him ( who is like _ 
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the Beaſt ] be ſpent in a Breath? How would the miniftry of the 
other Beaſt to him have any place? 'W here would his War with 
the Saints, and his Power over all Kindreds, Tongues, and Nations 
receiving his Mark, 8c. find Room. How could the City or myſtical 
Woman arrive to thoſe heights, as to offer the Golden Cup of its 
Fornication to all the Princes and Inhabitants of the World, or to riſe 
to thoſe Riches, to draw fuch Confluency, as to make ies Mer- 
chants the Greats of the World? Who fees not this Nut-ſhell of 
Time cannot contain the Ocean of this Prophecy ? 

Belides, as we have before at large found, the City is to he 
kept on high by the ſixth, ſeventh, and ciohth Kings, from the 
days of 70bn the Apocalyptical Prophet ; we know how great a 
Time hath run out ſince then, we know the King, that then was 
is long and long ago expird ; the ſeventh King was to endure 
bur a ſhort ſpace, and what ſhort ſpace muſt irthen-be, if the eighth 
King or Beaſt was to endure but three years and a half? And yer 
upon this eighth King was the Woman Kome to ride until irs utter 
Deſolation. Bur it hath and doth ſtill fit Queen lince the Apoſtles 
Time tothis Day, and moſtly upon this Beaſtian King, how can 
ehen forty two Months if Literal, anſwer fo long a ſpace ? So thar 
there is nothing more undeniable then that theſe forty two Months 
are to be drawn out by the Prophetical Elaboratory into Manths of 
Tears. | 

3. When upon a juſt and ſevere Computation, we find, 
that theſe forty two Months prophetically expounded, will reach 
from the very Time, where according to Prophecy they were 
to begin, down to this Time, and allow for the event, that is to 
be ſtill expeCted at the end of thoſe forty two Months, not yer be- 
ing come to paſs, and will indeed exaQtly touch that very period 
that by Prophecy is affixcd to them all together; Ir is the great- 
c{t proof of he ſor two Months ſo to be expounded, that can be * 
a_ or deſired, until the event juſtife all. 

us then proceed to an exact Calculation of the Time gi- 
yen us in theſe forty two prophetical Months, and there ſee whar 
length they reach. - 
he great matter in Queſtion will be whether theſe Months 
import Time of the Sun or of the Moon; for berween: Time of 
the Sun, and of the Moon, there will in the whole furty two 
Months be near thi eight years difference. 

Burt there are theſe three great Reaſons they muſt according 
to the ſtri&t propriety of the word, and Thing, [Months] be re- 
gulatcd by te 00n, and not by the Sun. This, 
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This was always the Scnſe of the Scripture, where ever Ic 
mentions Months, *t intends Time governed by the Moos, which 
had, as all know, ſo great Domination over Zeriſh Time, that 
the great Solemnitics of rheir New Moozs and Feaſts reccived Law 
from ir, and It cr all the Time, the Scripture calls Months, 
and becauſe of thoſe New Moons muſt neceffarily do ſo. So that 
if It were not ſo here, Scripture muſt vary from its owa uſe of 
the word throughout all other places ; for It hath no word, 
that it expreſſes Months by, bur preciſely taken from the Moon 
or the Newneſs of the Moon. Now why Ir ſhould do fo here 
without any Reaſon, It ſhould do ſo, but much the contrary, as 
will appear, what Account can be given ? FEE res 

T here is nothing more evident, then that this divine Pro- 


phecy keeps a ſtri& and ſevere Diſtirtion berwixt the Children of 


the day, and of the Night, betwixt the Witneſſes, the Seed of the 
Woman, the Church, and the FVoman the Church it ſelf, who are 
all of the Day ; and the Gentiles and the Beaſts Times, who are 
of the Night. For the Times of the former are ſignally meaſu- 
red by Days, as governed by the Sun, wherewith the Church is 
Cloathed. But the Times of the latter are charatered by Months, 
as conduged by the Moon, the pale and wan Luminary of the 
Night; which Moon the Church is ſaid (not without regard to 
this very matter) to have under its Feet, and therefore nor fit to 
give its Charater of Time. And ſeeing this hath been taken 
notice of by many Interpreters of the Revelation, It is much of 
wonder, they have not meaſured theſe Months by the Courſe 
of the Moon which Rules the Night. 

The Latine word Menſes hath made the Confulion, and 1 
know not what ſhould miſlead them bur Inobſervance, ſeeing 
the Hebrew and Greek words exatly tranſlated are Moons, not 
Months, which kept to, had clear'd all doubts. 

Thete is a third Reaſon which is very great, and would ab- 
ſolutcly determin this Point if it were well Comprehended; and 
that is, that the Sun is the great meaſure of Days and Years, 
and of all Time by its 1% way Motion, and the Moox does but 
borrow from it as its Light, fo its power of guiding and deno- 
minating any Parts of thc Courſe of Time: |__ ſo the Church 
and its Seed, who is Cloathed with the Sun, muſt give Law to the 
Courſe of that Time that concerns its ſelf and its Sed. And 
Ic hath the Moon under its Feet in this reſpeR alſo, that it gives 
Laws to the Courſe of the Moon's Time by its own Time ; ſo 
then 
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then theſe forty two Months of the Gentiles,and the forty two Months 
or rather Moons of the Beaſt, can be no other than Lunar, or time 
of the Moon, as they muſt, ing cal'd Moons ; And fo as time of 
the Moon muſt be ſubordinated to the account of Time by the 
Sun's Motion ; So theſe Months muſt be fubordinared in their 
meaſure to a and Ending of the Twelve Hundred 
and Sixty Years, with which they are always match'd as Corre- 
fpondents, »tz. of the Woman, the Church in the Wilderneſs ; and of 
its Seed, the Witneſſes in Sackeloth, and therefore muſt needs be 
Lunar Time or Time of the Moon ; For if they were Months of 
the Sun, ( if we might call time of the Sun; Months, whoſe ve- 
ry Name denotes T ime of the Mr alone, ) and ſelt-dependent 
Time the Falfe Church, even as the True Church muſt be Cloath- 
ed with the Sun, and have the Mhon under its Feet, which is con- 
trary to this Prophecy. 

But if we ſhould attend the full dimenſions of this Argument, 
It would lead us into the whole ſtate of the Charaters of Time, gi- 
ven in Damel and this Prophecy, which would be too large a Dif- 
courſe for what is here intended ; and therefore I referr the 
ſearching Reader to the Treatiſe call'd, A Scripture-Line of Time, 
which I have made Publick, and fatisfic my felf with what con-

2. Buz this Objeftion will be more fully anſwer'd by a fur- 
ther ſettlementof the very Beginning and Epoch of theſe Fort 
Two Months of the Beaſt : For whenever the Beaſt Roſe, thoſe 
Months Roſe alfo ; Now the Beaſt's Riſing is fix'd to an Hour, 
For the Ten Kings receive Power, or Authority at One Hour, viz. the 
very ſame Hour with the Beaſt: And they receive -Authority as 
Kings that fame Hour ; For here- wiav &gav is. to be. Inter- 
preted at one Hour, as wwdTiw Giger, at the Ninth Hour, Ads 
I0. 30. And they receive'at that One Hour Authority, as Kings, 
They had no Kingdom in the Apoſtles Time, although then they 
were as Ten Horns to the Roman Empire, but uncrowned Horns. For 
the Beaſt, or 1dolatrous Roman Empire, conliſting of its Seven Head's 
and Ten Horns, and of the Body of the People were always alike 

urtray'd in Prophecy, yet with ſome regard to the variety of 
Limes that patfgd over it: The Heads arc therefore in the Ro- 
nan Dragon, or Heathen Roms State, firſt repreſented Cronned, 
{ for they always imported Supreme Power F and then in the 
Beaſt, the Heads having been already Crowned, the Horns arc pre- 
tented Cromn'd, ſhewing at the one and the ſame Hour, the Seventh 
Head. of the Beaſt came to the Exerciſe of Sovereignty, I he 
Ten Horns alſo received Power as Kings; And in this Viſion, c. 17. 
Neither the Heads nor the Horns are preſented as Croww'd,having: 
been both Crown'd in the former Viſton, and-cxplair'd 1n this. 

But let us Examine when could theſe Ten Kings receive Autho- 
*ty as Kings, and be juſtly own'd as ſuch, for the Prophecy ſays 
chey had received no Kingdom as yet ;, And it was at One and he 
ſame Hour with the Beaſt, viz. when He ſucceeded the Seventh 
King, or when the Roman Chriſtian Empire ceaſed; For. when their 
Umnverſal Monarch, theis Lawful Prince renounced-Empire, as Au- 
guſtulus did; Then had the Beaſt Authorityto begin His Months 
and then theſe Ten Kings received Authority as Kings, which could 
not according to the Lay of Kingdoms (to which Law the Pro- 
pbecy yields Deference ). be, while the Lawful Sovereign was 
in Being; .Bur-he ceaſing to be a King, /rlicir Obligation ceasd, 
ahd then they Riſe up as Kings, whatever they had had done be- 
fore rowards being Kings, was till then but Uſurpation and not 
—_— ; Which Conſideration abſolutely fixes the Succeſſt- 
on and the Time of it : And they are calld Ten, not to raiſe a 


Scruple about their exat Number, Tev, ncither more nor _ . 
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but being ſeveral, into 'which the One Empire ſprouted againſt its 
will, (as All __ well knows, that at that Time the Empire 
was ſo Torn into Pieces. ) But they are called Ten to preſerve 
Regard to that Firſt Image, in which this Roman Empire came 
down tothe Feet; and was divided into the Ten Toes. And this 
being the State of that Empire under its Seventh Head, the Horns,, 
or Kmgs, ſeated in it, are called Ten with reſpe& to that Fir 
Statue given of the Four Empires, and of the laſt Form of the Lyft. 
Empire. And they are calld- Horns, becauſe notwithſtanding. 
'Fhey were Abſolute, Independent Kings, Yet as Horns give offen- 
ſive and defenſive force to the Head,and that hath Supreme Man- 
nagement of them ; ſo theſe Horns gave their Power to the Se- 
venth Head. So making Him an Univerſal Monarch, or. eighth 
K2g, till the Words of God are fulfill d.. 

Now I know not how.a firmer Settlement of the Beginning 
of theſe Months, juſt at the Cefſation of the Chriſtian Imperialiſm 
can be.made than isnow-made by this laſt Addition.

For therefore Prophecy ſets this Beaſt in View, Riſing 
with his Ten Crowned Horns, firſt out of the Sea, thoſe Trouble- 
fome Commotions in the World, when Rome Fell, as a Burning 
Mountain into the Sea. Bur at the Riling of this Beaſt our of the, 
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Bottomleſs Pit, whither He went down, when He became a Fal- 
tex Star, * with the Key of it to _—_ #,and Afcended, Rev. g. 1, 2. 
Then did He Receive the Kingdom, and Pawcr of theſe Horn, ll 
He goes into Perdition. For the once noting Him to Riſe out 
the Sea, and Twice to Aſcend from the Bottomleſs Pit ſhews, He 


a double Riſing, One by way of mecr Providence, as out of the 
curnulruous Sea of worldly Affairs, that neceſfitated the Emperour 


to abdicate Empire, andto leave Him the only Name of Supreme 
Eminency in Kome, but then He as not ; till after, as an An- 
tichriſtian, Falſe, Spiritual Power, or Vicar of Chriſt, He affum'd 
a Kingdom,an Univerſal Kingdom, as having the Keys of Eter- 
nal Damnation in his Hand, viz. ofthe Bottomleſs Pit. 

If the Pope be an Eighth King, a Roman Supreme Power, and 
the Head, ro whom the Ten Kines give their Power, Why is ic 
not then Lawfulto acknowledge Him; as the Roman Ceſar was to 
be acknowledg'd by Chriſt's own Command; and asthe Crown- 
ed Horns, or Ton Kings are to be acknowledg'd, who give Him 
their Kingdom and Power. 

No Kings, or Powers may be acknowledg'd in their 1dolatrous 
or Superſtitious Commands: No Cefars, no Kings, and much 
more no Popes can be ſo Obey'd. 

2. But upon this very Account He ought not at all to be ac- 
knowledg'd, becauſe Heis a King only in an Image, and in reali- 
ty a Fallen Star, a Corrupted, Antichriſtian, Falſe, Spiritual Power, 
Undermining and Uſurping the Kingdom of Chriſt ; and fo 
to be abhotr'd and deteſted, and his Adulterous 7dolatrous Church 
or City to be - 1 wm; from, and to be Come out of. 

And thusI have, I Truft, evinc'd the Settlement of the Epoch, 
or Beginning of theſe Fourty Two Months, both by the Prophecy, 
and by the Event; and come now to fix the latter Branch, or 
what Prophecy hath determain'd —— End or Period of 
theſe Months, although that cannot be declar'd in the Particu- 
lars,or manner of the Event, but muſt be waited for till He ſhall 
ſhew them, who hath Reſerved them in hts 'own poper till their ap- 
pointed Seaſon. 

Bur in the mean time He hath given us the Bulk of the 
Events, which at the end of thefe Months ſhall be in their Mo- 
rion, and cotitinual Progreſs, till all be Accompliſhed, and no 
Tcta of the Prophecy Fall to the Ground. ;

As to the End then of t e7 welve hundred ſixty Days {ance the 
Wrineſes are to be in Sackcloth during them, whenever the Wu- 
agfſes come into a ſplendid State, Ir is certain, They can be no 
longer in Suckcloth ; For fuch a State, and fuch a Sackcloth can by 
no poſſible means . And then it will as certainly follow, 
the Twelve hundred ſuxty Days are at an End, when they change 
their Sackcloth for Garments of Praiſe. Far all thoſe Twelve bun- 
dred ſixty Days they are to be in Sackcloth : Alchough therefore 
the Prophecy daes nar pr fay, the Twelve bundred ſixty. 
Days are at an End, yet in that It ſays they were Called up to Hea- 
wen in a Chud, and their Enemies bebeld Them; It muſt needs be 
that the Sackcloth muſt be drapp'd when they are Chariorred in 
a Cloud, and Aſcend ,, and fo then Ir does by neceflary n—_ 
on ſay, that the Twelvetundred ferty Days are at an End, Forclic 
the Wuneſes could not part with their Suckcloth, being deter- 
min'd to it for fo long; And fo long the Womazs the Churches, 
Twelve hundred ſixty Days laſt ; For as their Times are equal, fo 
their States Reciprocate. 

When therefqre the Tarelve bundred ſixty Days are by Conſe- 
quence abſolutely neceſſary ended, the Fourty Two Months are 
wheeled along with them to their Period : And that aftedts the 
City, the Great, Spiritually called Sodom for the Filthineſs of its Forni- 
cations, and dreadful Burniugs, that it is devoted to: And /Egypr, 
firt for its Oppreſſhon of the Saints, with whoſe Bleed it is 
Drunk ; Then for the Plagues:that will come upon it, and Iaſt- 
ly for its Phorao-like Principality, firſt in the Pagan Dragon, 
and then/its Dreconick/Pope, to whom the Dragon conſign'd His 
Power : And to follow all the Emblems of the City, as on pur- 
paſe to:bring it Home to Rome, .]t it both Reſembled to the 
Gity, where our Loxd.was Crucified, lignifying its Whoredom to be 
like the Whoredom of that Infamous Aholibah, or Jeruſalem, the 
Falſe W{horiſh Church, and under the Jurildiftion of Rowe fo 
much atthat T ime, 'that not without the moſt Notorious Sen- 
renceof the Runan Judge. Pontius Pilate, Our Lord was Crucified, 
which was for the very Service of this Prophec , ſo particularly

and the City together, the City, as the Imperial Reſidence, the Beaſt, 
asthe King of it, as the Viſion of the c. 17. does; For. He, as King, 
-having Power of Life and Death, thoſe whom He Az/ lye in 
the Street of his Great Emperial City : So then the City and the 
Beaſt are here firſt ſo nearly conjoyn'd, and ſo again, c. 17. 

How then comes the Tenth of this Great City to Fall? E-what- 
ever we underſtand by it, for I will not now diſpute that) How 
comes it'to Fall, I ſay when Jt fets on the Beaſt? It could not be, 
if the Beaſt Himſelf did nor Sink ; and how could He Sink, if 
-His Fourty two Months were'not out; For ſo long was given Him 
by Prophecy, which in another Character is call'd, Time, Times 
and Half a Time, and as apply'd to the Witneſſes Three Days, and 
a Half,in Imitation of our Lord's three Days in the Grave, Till the 
Morning then of the Half Time and Day, there could be no 
ſuch Alteration in his Kingdom, as the Reformation made, and 
till that. Time of the Forty two Months fully exhauſted, when the 
Twelve hundred ſixty Days 'End alſo, in the —_ and Glory of 
the. Witneſſes, There cannot be a Fall of the Tenth of the City, 
which He bears up the Grandeur of. 

And to ſhew farther that this Beaſt, that Slays the —_— 
is'the ſame with the Beaſt, c. 17. It is made known by that 
certain Mark of it, the Aſcending out of the Bottomleſs Pit, and 
that we may know they are both the ſame with the Beaſt, who 
hath the Fourty two Months, c. 13. He makes War with the Saints, 
who are the Seed of the Woman, and Hold the Teflimony of Jeſus. 
or are the —_ being thercunto Deputed by the Dragon, 
who gave him his Throne, and Great Authority; and He, that 
Beaſt is "Taken, c. 19. as is foretold alſo, c. 13. He that leadeth 


"into Captivity, ſhall go into Captivity ; And the 'Ten Kings who give 


him their Power, who make War mith the Lamb, and He overcomes 
them, are Kill d with the Sword of his Mouth, c. 1g. as'was fore- 
_ C. 13. He that killeth with the Sword ſhall be killed with the 
Sword. 

All which farther Afure together, wich what hath been 
ſaid before; That Ir is one and the ſame Bea, throughout the 
Prophecy of the Revelation, viz. the Seventh Head of the Koman Em- 


pre, 
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pire and its Eighth King, to whom the Ten Kings, as Horns give their 
ower. 

The ſecond Oracle given us concerning the Period of the Forty 
two Months is C. 17. God hath put into the Heart of the Ten Kings to Ds 
his Will, or execute his Determination, and to execute and perform One 
Determination tntill the Words of God ſhall be fulfilled : Now his Counſel, 
Determination, and Will of God is that which is explain'd what it is, Ic 
is cyen that they ſhould Give their Kingdom and Power to the Beaſt : 
And how long ? Untill the words of God ſhall be fulfiltd. And Thoſe words 
weredeclar'd,c.13. Authority was given to Him,as a Beaſt of Ten Horns, 
ro continue Forty two Months: The great Event therefore at the End 
of the Forty two Months is, T hat then the Ten Kings ſhall Hate the 
Whore, and make her Deſolate, and naked, and ſhall eat ber fleſh, and burn. 
her with Fire. 

From whence it is evident, how cloſe the Union is between'the 
City call'd the hore, and the Beaſt ; For while the Kings give their 
Power to the Beaſt, they bear up the Beaſt who bears up the City, 
while they fulfill the Decree of God for the Beaſts Forty two Months , They 
are One in giving Him their Kingdom, and Power, and fo long They are 
drunk with the Wine of the Whores Fornication. Burt when thoſe Herds 
are falfill'd, and thoſe Forty Two Months, then They hate the Whore, and 
then this Tenth of the Great City Falls. viz. the whole Circle of the 
Power given by theſe Ten Horns, or Ten Kings, who now Recall 
their Puper from the Beaſt, and that Tenthneſs of Power Falls alſo : 
For however the Grammar of the word Jiu will not bear ſuch 
an Expoſition of it, as {} oald fignifie the Ten King d Power, yet the 
Prophecy of Damet in the "Ten Toes of "the Image, the Ten Horns of 
the Beaſt, and The whole Frame of the Prophecy of the Revelation con- 
cerning the Feaſt, his Ten Horns, or Ten Kings, docs forcibly over- 
ſway the nicety of Grammar, and catries-the _ to this Senſe, 
and mnch the rather, becauſe as hath been argued ; I he Twelve 
hundred ſixty Days will be then ended, /and the Words of God fulfilled, 
concerning the Beſtian Power, which lay ſo much in its Horns ot 
Ten Kings petſecuting the Witneſſes. 

Let us now recolle& the Summ of this Argument in the Proof 
it gives ; The Argument runs thus, The Roman City or Church, fits 
0n the Braſt,or Eighth Kimg, who hath been in Poſſcſhon of the Time 
allotted him by Prophecy ſo long, as from the Seventh other King, of a 
fort ſpace after the ſixth King, that was in the Apoſt. 7obn's Time, till 
now within nine or ten Years of the _—_— of that Time, as a 
Time allowable to remain for the fulfilling of All Events, This is 


the Beaſt or cighth King bearing up that Rome, whether Czty or Church, 
out of which Gods People are Called : wv the preſent City or Church of 


Rome, 
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Rem, ſitting upon the Pope, is, and hath been in that Poſſeſſion fo 


long. 

That Time fo allotted is expreſly faid to be Fourty two Months, 
thoſe Months muſt be Prophenical Months, or Days for Years ; Thoſe 
Months muſt be Time of the Men, and not of the Sun. 

Thoſe Months being time of the Moon, given by Prophecy, muſt be 
taken and applyed to time of the Sun, given by the lame prophecy, 
that they may be rated, and known whattime hey contain, 

According ta the exafteſt Computation that can be made, Fourty 


two Months apply'd to Twelve bungred ſixty Days for Nears muſt be. 


Twelve hundred twenty two Days for Years, that is, Twelve hundred twen- 
ty twa Nears. 

The &pech or Beginning then of theſe Months, fixed atthe Cefſa- 
tion ofthe Chriſtian Em ns Seventh King, which was 
in the Year of our Lord 475, mult needs reach to the Year 1697. 

T he Twelve hundred fixty Days, or Years, both of the Funeſſes and of 
the Woman, ending neceſſarily at the ſame time, ( for the one can- 
not our-laſt the other) muſt begin thizty eight Tears before the Months, 
ViZe 437. 

But becauſe the Witneſſes could not be ſixppoſed to pur. on their 
Sackcloth, without juſt Occaſion given, the Gentiles under the other 
Beaſt, Treading the Holy Court, muſt haye begun their Forty two Months, 
when the Twelve hundred ſwty Days of. the* Witneſſes Sackcloth, and the 
Womans Wildernefi State began alſo, viz. 437. 

It is no matter what became of the Gentiles Fourty two Months af- 
rer the Beaſt firſt Riſen, and grown up to his mage, and Power to 
enforce the Worſhip of it, and the receiving his Mark, Name, ar of the 
Number of his Name, viz. at 725, his Famous 666. For then the 
Beaſts Months ſupport the Seventh hadſep, and the Roman City, or 
Haſte Church, and the Gentiles Months Mc 
them. 

The Months and Days, being given under the Charafter of Time 
Times and Half a Time, and three Days and a half, when they arrived 
to the Beginning of the half Time, and Days ſuch a partial Rifang of 
the Witnejſes, and Retrenchment of the Beſtian Kingdom, ſuch a Fall 

. of ſome of the Ten Kings fram the Beaſt, as was ſeen at the Reformati- 

03, was allowable by Prophecy, after the manner of our Lord's three 

Merkthoc: Days and Nights in the Heart of the Earth, and was a Pledge of the 

Kings who COMPplete Fall of the Beaſt, and of the City's Fall from theis whole Ten 
bewaylBa.

an Obſeryation foreign to this Matter, needs not be enlarged, yer 


well obſery'd adds ſtrength to the whole. 

The laſt Argument Ithall uſe to perfe&t all chat hath been ſaid al- 
ready, ſhall be an Appeal to All thar in wy ce know the State 
of the World, whether the Condition of Papal Rome, ſince the time 
eſpecially of the Beaſts receiving the Key of the Bottomleſs Pit, as a Fal- 
len Star in the Days of Phocas, his coming to his Number, and Image 
in the days of Leo Conon hath not anſwer'd the Charafters of Prophecy. 

Does the Prophecy {1gnifhe a City, perpetuating Eternal Rome in a 
Church as Falſe, —_— and Adulterate, as the Mother of Harlots Im- 
porn ; Which Title cannot be due in its higheſt degree, bur where 

rue Religion is Proſtituced, as appears in Abobab and Abolibah: And 
hath not Keme been ſuch a One as Papal, in all its-Idolatrys, Super- 
ſticions, and Senſualities ? 

Does the Prophecy Repreſent a Ceſer in an Image, and hath not 
che Pope's Tripple Crown elevated upon his Spirituality and Yicarſhip of 
Chriſt ſuch a One ? 

Does the Prophecy ſpeak Rome in all the Grandeur of Scarlet, Pur- 
ple, and precious Stones, - And js not the Splendor of Rome, its Pope, 
Cardinals, and Hierarchy fuch? 

Does the Prophecy ſet out an Univerſal Propagation of the Fornica- 
tions of ſuch an Imperious, Whoriſh Woman, prevailing upon Kings, 
Nations, Kindreds, and Languages; and what hath Papa! Rome preten- 
ded more forcibly to than ſuch an he qe of its Religion, which 

1 Spiritual and Bodily, and All Abomination ? 

Does Prephecy ſet out the 1delatrys of ſuch a City and its Prince by 
the Blaſphemy of God, of hzs Tabernacle, of All that dwell in Heaven, and 
this openly avow'd by a Title writ on her Forehead, according to the 
manner of the moſt Infamous Proſtirutes, and of Babylon of Gra- 
ven Images, and yet all under a yy So as to be doubted whe- 
cher /dolatry is juſtly charged upon it by even Thoſe, who deeply 
ſuſpe& it? And is not this, and hath not this been the Stare of Rome 
moſt Remarkably ſince the Days of Les Conon ? 

Does the prophecy Rep eſenta Beſtian War with the Saints, a Cauſing, 
that all who »ould not Worſhip the Tmage, ſhould be Kilfd ; and pro- 
{cribing them that they ſhould not ay Sell ; AR, Great and Small, 
Rich and poor, who will not receive the Mark,8c? a City Drunk with the 
Blood of Saints? and what can we ſay, bur chat the Excommunication of 
Princes, depoſing and Depriving them, - the —_—_— Kingdoms, 
Maſacrts, Martyrdoms, Inquiftions, Ravages upon the World on the 
account of that Religion, Falſly ſo call'd, have anſwer'd the prophecy? 
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Do other prophecys of Seripture ſay, there ſhould be a Grand Apo- 
ftaſie, out of which ſhould come a May of Sim, and avwes, one 
above all Law and Control, as Supreme, and Intallible,juſtly ſtyl'd 
a Beaſt, One ſitting in the Temple of Gad, exalting Himſelf above Al that is 
called God or is Worſbipped ? That though the Myſtery of Iniguity was 
then at Herk tor. Him, yet:that He could not be Revealed, but in his 
Seaſon; Do we nor ſee ſuch a One, that hath been long intheWorld, 
claiming from the _=_ whom yet the elder Ages of Chriſtianity 
knew not, till the Time pointed out by Prophecy was come, A Lord 
God the Pope, as hath been go roger 

Does that ſame + em tgp he Lord will Conſume-that Man of Sin 
with the Glory of bes Coming, and with the Brightnefſt of his own Appea- 
rance; And & we not ice at this Day his Times drawn out, and 
lengthen'd beyond parallel for ſuch an Appearance ? And doesnot the 
prophecy of the Revelation ſay the ſame Thing? For his utter Deſtrudti- 
0n zs not, till the Heavens open to Chriſt, Reyel. 19. | 

Does not another Prophecy ſay ? Some, a certain Sort, and Soetety or 
Community of Men ſhall Depart or Apoſtarize trom the Faith, giving 
heed to wandring Spirits as Divels are -alled, and rotheir Apparitions, 
and ſoto Dottrines of them as Daimons,and of the IVorſhip of them,through 
the pg of Lyars, and Legendary Prieſts, who diſguifing them- 
ſelves in. the Garb .of extraordinary 'Holy Perſons Coyn ſuch Sro- 
rics of ſuch Spirits appearing to them, ro draw others ro Worſhip 
them, having in the mean time their Conſciences ſeared with a hot Iron, 
whoſe Badges by which They are to be known are, Forbidding to 


- Marry, and to Abſiain from Meats, making theſe Things the Cogni- 


—_ their Orders? And have we not ſeen this Scripture tul- 
cd ? | 

Did- not-the Apoſtle 7obn Foretel a Great Antickrift, of which the 
Little Antichriſts in his Davs were but Fererunners; and did -He not 
Foreſhew a great 1dolatry- coming upon the Chriſtian World, in De- 
rogation from the One Zeſus Chriſt, who is the True God and Eternal 
Life, on which account He makes it. the Farewel of his Epiſtle, Lit- 
tle Children, keep your ſ-iu2s from Idols. Amen.. And haye we not ſeen, 
that great Idolatry againit the New Teſtament in the Invocation of 
Angels, of Saints, and above all of the Virgin Mary, as a plain Viola- 
cion of the One Mediator Jeſus Chriſt, Equal tothe 7dolatry againſt the 
One God, and the Worſhip of Him, and that in all kinds of Imagery, 
and even in a piece of bread ? 

Theſe certain Matters of Faft, and of daily, Experiment joyn'd 
with the Prophecy cannot but give a Plerophory, a full meaſure ot Aſ- 
ſurance ;_T hat this preſent Rome is that. Community, City or Church, 
@utof which we are call'd, if we would be the People of God. 

; > Having 
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Having now ſo far demonſtrated, that the City, Church, and Com- 
munity, out of which we are commanded to come is the very preſent 
Papal Rome, It remains that we enforce the Command it ſelf to come 


cut of it, by particular Inferences from it. 
For hence It appears how neceſſary Ir is for Chriſtians in general 


* toknow, andto take notice, that there is fuch an Apoſtacy from Chri- 


ftian Religion, diſguifed under the Name of Catholick-Chriſtianity,that 
hath concentred ir ſelf in Rome under the name of an Unzzerſal 
Church, and in ſuch a Head of it as the Pope under the name of Head 
of the Church and Yicar of Chriſt : T he Apoſtle not only ſpeaking Face to- 
Face, Not only when with them, but by Epiſtle when at diſtance 
from them, writing to the Thejalonians, thought it a point of grear- 
Moment, and of deepeſt Intereſt to inform them of ir, and to poſſeſs 
chem of it, and in them all Chriſtians, Learned or Unlearned. 

And the Love of God the Father gavethe Revelation to Jeſus Chriſt, 
to ſhew it to his Servants as containing this, as One of the reateſt 
Points. of it : viz.Concetning this Apoſtaſte, the Seat and Rettdence of 
it, this Proſtitured Church, and City, and the Bzaſt the Prince of it, Ic 
can therefore be no ſuch myſterious or unnecellary Do&trine, as Ir is 
generally ſupposd, bur hath its greateſt and moſt Fundamental Utes. 


That the crue Chriſtianity may by the Compare be more known - 


and underſtood in its true Beauty and Excellency, being a Pure, 
Solid, Even, Supreme Extra, and Cube given trom the Increated, 
Uncrring Wiſdom of God in the Face of Zeſus Chriſt, Divine, Hea- 
venly, Spiritual, Pure and Chaſte, Full of Mercy, aid of all good” 
Fruits. But Popery is an Irregular, Oad, T raditional Chriſtianity 
made up of 'dolatrous, and Superititious Rires, Pomp, Riches, and 
Pleaſures of Senſuality, All of the preſcnt Evil World, tull of Rage, 
Cruelty, and Blood, againſt All, who do not ſwallow their mon- 
ſtrous Articles of Faith, and ſubmit to that ſlavery of their Antichri- 
ſtian Government : To keep men therefore wholly to that Excellent 
Rule of the Word of God in Doctrine, Worſhip, and Practice, and 
under that moſt merciful Diſcipline, it is neceflary to know the 
Goodneſs of the One by the Badneſs of the other. 

T hat one Grand Reaſon of the ſo ſad Imprevalency of ſo excel- 
lent a Religion, as the Religion of Jeſus Chriſt might be under- 
ſtood ; The great Eclipſe of it is by ſo foul an Aroag and Myſtery 
of Tnigquity, caſting ſo black a ihade upon it,and ſuch a Cloud of Tares 
upon the Field of Wheat ; And this hath ſouniverſally obſcured Chri- 
ſtaniry, and allay'd its Supreme Excellency, and turn'd it into fo 
worldly a Religion, that it neither hath nor can be Refin'd to ir 
ſelf, ll: that whole Apoſtaſie be conſum'd out ofthe World , And then 
bur-not till then, there will be another Face of Chriſtianity ; And 


this is necefſary to be known toabare the Scandal, That. 
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T hat the dark Interpoſition between the Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt, 
according to all the __—_— of Scripture, due to him at his Reſur- 
reftion, and the glory of it,may be duely apprehended ; For the My- 
fRery of Iniquity workd early, that it might ariſe to the taking away 
the true daily Terifce of Chriſtian ory vo and ſcatrering the power 
of the Holy People tor Time, Times, and half a Time. 

Now this is moſt neceſlary to be known,'-totake off the Scandal 
of ſo many Maſſive Prophecies and Promiſes as were to enſue on the 
Kingdom of the Meſſiah, both in relation to che Zews, and to the 
what World of Mankiffd, not yet come to paſs; but we ought 
againſt it deeply to conſider, There was to be forty two months of the 
Gentiles, and of the Bea# runnin wy to the twelve hundred ſixty 
days Sackcloth of the Witneſſes, and the Wilderneſs-AKate of the Church ; 
all which wasto be by the Fathers own Appointment, (who reſery'd 
Times even as that Day and 'Hour in his own —_ or Right of 
Diſpoſe ) before the Kingdom of Chriſt, and the glorious Accom- 
pliſhment of the Prophecies, ſuch as Eſay 2. 1. Zech. 14. with innu- 
merable more; which being ſo peculiar to that Kingdom, cannot 
be adjourn'd to the Day of Zudgment, as qere 1 Apo agen For 
then Chriſt ſhall rexder up the Kingdom-to Ged and the. Father, and God 
ſhall be All in All. 

There ariſes in the wiſe Ordination of God a murual Juſtification 
of the Prophecy by the Separation from Rome upon the general Prin- 
ciples and Rules of the Word of God, without cloſe, and ſtriQ, and 
expreſs Attendance to the Prophecy, or deriving Dire&ions from 
that; for how is the Prophecy honour'd and vindicated in command- 
ing to Come out of that City and Church, which Holy, Wiſe, and Con- 
ſcientious Chriſtians ſee Reaſon and juſt Grounds, from its cxtream 
Pollutions in Do@trine, Worſhip, and Praftice, and the Imperiout- 
neſs of its Tyranny, to come out from, although they did nor un- 
derſtand Prephecy ſo commanding them ? And how could Prophecy 
be cither underſtood or fulfilPd, if T hings were not fo bad _ 
fuch Fundamental Accounts> How could it be verified that Prophecy 
were fo to be interpreted, if there were not ſo great Reaſons for 
Coming out, ſuppoſing there had been no ſuch Prophecy? 

On the other ſide, How is the Separation juſtified by the Prophecy 
thus rightly expounded and interpreted ! For who might not icru- 
plc, that ſo great and ſo long an Apeta ſhould grow up our of the 

rofcſhon of Chriſtianity, and that the Prophecy of the New Teſtament 
ſhould not have ſeen and foretold ir? So that it were, without this 
Reaſon alſo, hardly to be believed with that firmneſs and full Aﬀu- 
rance that now it is; viz, that ſuch an Apoſtacy is. 

And why ſhould there be no cafier a Remedy, might men ſay, 
than a Separation, ſo folcinn and ayowed a Separation, if there were 
not 
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phecy hath long ago paſsd upon it? There ought ar to be all 
means of Reconciliation = wn; usd. And who could believe 
wu be ſo long, atter ſo many Debates, incffefual, if there 

not been a Prophecy commanding the People of God to come out 
of-it, and not to expect its Repentance? So that either it would not 
{ have been ſo bad, as to necefhtate ſuch a Separation, or we may be

certainly in rhe nature of theThing muſt ſucer and more ſpeedily make an end of Comro- 
verfie, than thoſe endleſs Combarings out of Antiquity ; for when all the Incertainties of 
the ways of Diſcourſe among the Ancients, may leave us in an Amaze, and bewildred, 
the Teffimontes of God are ſure. Again, Thoſe Ancients might be deceived as Men, but the 
; Rightowſneſs of Divine Oracles is Everlaſting: yea, how great Certainty do theſe Prophetick 
pares of Scriprure give to the Expoſitions and Diſcourſes our of Do&trinal parts of Scri 
ture ! 'And certainly, had God ſtirr'd up the Spirirs of the Reformed, by the moſt ind 
ſtrious Searches into the Word of God, to have conjoyn'd the one with the other, and co 
have beſtow'd that Time and Diligence in the Explication of Prophecy of Scriprure, that 
have done in Reſearches into the Ancients, the Controvertie had been long ago at an 
» and the Apoſta/ie exploded Bur God hath, in the deep ways of his Judgment, reſer- 
ved the luſtre of open Prophecy co the Times nearer ro the Kin;dom and (oong of Chriſt, 
and the Brightneſs of his Appearance, that ſo the Man of Sin May be conſum'd by it. 
Hereby ariſes SO upon other Propheſres of Scriprure, that m_— this Grand
